President Wilson Not Expected to 
Address House in Person— 
Harding to Senate 4 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—The Con- 
gress of the United States re-convened 
today with the customary brief exer- 
cises, varied on this occasion, however, 
by an*addrees in the Senate by Presi- 
dent-Elect Harding. Tomorrow, when 
both houses of congress will receive 
the epening message of President Wil- 
son, the real beginning of the final 
session of the sixty-sixth Congress will 
be staged. 

Unless Mr. Wilson changes his mind 
at the last minute, he will not deliver 
the address personally tomorrow, but 
will gend a message in written form. 

This will be read to the House and 
Senate sitting {n separate sessions as 
was done with the President's message 
last December and was the custom 
until Mr, Wilson began the habit of 
addressing congress in person. 

A joint committee of the Senate 
and House led by Senator Lodge of 
Massachusetts, waited on him today 
to notify him formally that Congress 
was in session. 

Members of the delegation gave dif- 
ferent versions of the President's 
condition of health, but all agreed that 
he clearly showed signs of his recent 
iiiness, walked with a cane and spoke 
but with a ghost of his former robust 
voice, 

There has been no intimation of 
the contents of the presidential mes- 
sage but there have been various re- 
ports that it will discuss taxation, the 
agricultural situation and many other 
subjects of present day interest. 

The only business today lay in re- 
ceipt of annual appropriation estimates 
aggregating $4,653,000,000, introduc- 
tion in the House of an unusual grist 
of new bills and resolutions, The 
program in the Senate tomorrow calle 
vor debate on the bill for federal regu- 
lations of the meat industry while the 
House wil take up measures for the 
restrictions of immigration, 

Some three hundred new bills were 
introduced in the House today and as 
many are expected to be brought in 
the.Senate tomorrow.

Returning 
to Rome he completed the post-gradu- 
ate course in theology, receiving at 
the end of two years’ etudy the degree 
of Doctor of Divinity. He spent still 
another year in the Eternal City at 
thig time, completing his course in 
Canon Law and receiving the doctor- 
ate in that subject. Thus in = fvur 
years this brilliant student foliowed 
most successfully those post-graduate 
courses which usually require six 
years’ study, and also spent some 
months in the study of French. 

He was consecrated Bishop of 
Charlottetown on May 22, 1913, at 
Bathurst, by His Excellency Arch- 
bishop Stagni, apostolic delegate.

The Govern- 
ment undertook to hold up the 
market value of the bonds until 
those who had bought for patriotic 
rather than personal reasons were 
able to unload. It being thought 
that most of the bonds are now in 
the hands of parties who want 
them as a permanent investment, 
this boostering policy is dropped. 

Hereafter the bonds will depend 
for saleability upon their merit, 
and the price will rise or fall ac- 
cordimg to investment activity 
and the prices asked for other and 
competing securities. Though the 
change may have a temporary in- 
fluence: it should not precipitate 
anything in the nature of a selling 
campaign or permanently depress 
the price of the Victory bonds. 
These have behind them the whol» 
wealth of the Dominion, and the 
interest rate is as high as the na- 
tional Government should be ex- 
pected to pay even in these times. 
They are as safe as any investment 
in Canada can be, and if the process 
of readjustment tends to weaken 
the demand for industrial securi- 
ties, the interest rate on the war 
bonds will become proportionately 
attractive and tend to sustain their 
value. 

It is not impossible that an at- 
tempt will be made to beat down 
the price, now that the stabilizing 
influence of the Government regnu- 
lation has been with-drawn. If 
that is done it should not get very 
far in the way of creating a popu- 
lar disposition to sell just for the 
sake of getting out. Victory bonds 
are worth having and holding.’ In 
these days of transportation dif- 
ficulties and industrial uncertain- 
ties the security of an investment 
in stocks is more important than 
the rate of interest. If the quot- 
tations for Victory bonds drap 
suddenly or deeisively that in it 
self will be pretty good evidence 
that someone thinks they are 
worth getting hold of, and is tak- 
ing means to gather in all he can 
at bargain counter prices.
